It is now almost one year since Chinn abruptly broke off 
{rade relations with Japan. ' 


Industrial cireles in Japan, 
received the news with varying 
degrees of alarm, To pacily the 
more yoelferous clements who 
were demanding that the 
Japanese Government take im- 
mediate steps" to remedy _ the 
situation, Prime Minster Kishi 
alrily predicted the storm 
would blow over in a few weeks 
and crassly ndded “—Commun- 
ist Chinn will have to trade 
with) Japan in order to carry 
out its Five Year Plan." 


That did It, Chou En-lal 
made, n grim promise to force 
Mr Kishi to cat his words, 


He -stnted very firmly that 
the. boot was on the other foot 
und China had no need of trade 
with Japan whatsoever, 

Ho then tumed his back and 
set about methodically punish- 
ing Japan for its impudence, 

If there be such a thing as 
true “victory” in this type of 
conflict, then China $y gaining 
it. : 

Hoth time and mass are on 
China's sidc, and it must be 
ndmitted, so is its present sys- 
tem of government by direc- 
tlon—or force when necessary, 

However distasteful this may 
be,’ it has nevertheless had the 
effect of speeding up sell 
suMciency in the very goods 
which Japan would hope to 
supply.

Council held in Ceylon recently.

{{ Government. approve of 
the use of this ¢quipment, he 
said, dt will be the first thne It 
has been used for fishing in the 
Colony. 


The oMicial said that Govern- 
ment was aware of the velue of 
this equipment under certain 
conditions, particularly in deep- 
sea fishing, and are giving con- 
sideration to its use. 


But there ‘is some doubt 
about whether the introduction 
of the costly sonar cquipment 
would justify the capital outlay. 


At the University, of Hong- 
kong, Dr F. D, Ommanncy, 
Director of the Fisheries Re- 
secrch Un't, and the United 
Kingdom delegate at the Ceylon 
conference sald the  ccho- 
sounding equipment - was used 
to spot dense shoals of fish, 
hke herring, which were not 
feund Jn this arca, 


The types of fish caught In 
the waters off the Colony are 
nainly ground (sh, which live 
and, fecd on the sea-bed. Sheal 
{ish swim on or near the sur- 
nce, : 


The cquipment, which costs 
around £500 per unit, Is uscd 
moinly for deep-sea fishing. 


Similar’ Principle 


Yesterday a report was re- 
celved from Bangkok to the 
effect that sonar equipment will 
soon be distributed to Taal 
fishermen in an cffort to land 
bigger catches. 

The equipment, the report 
sald, works on a similar prin- 
ciple to that of radar. ‘Twenty 
units are to be bought and dis- 
tributed to the Thai fishermen 
on a hire-purchase basis.
